It is of an attractive oblong shape,
diversified by undulating hillocks and
valleys and contains, almost in its centre, a
beautified lake, of several acres, fed by per-renni- al

springs. Numerous " lords of the
forest" crown the hill that overlooks the
lake and as far as the eye can reach
beauties uon beauties me in unobstructed
view. Immediately under tho hillside,
toward the lake, hangs a ledge of rocks
picturesque and romantic. 'Tis a goodly
scene, where tho curving of the laklet, like
a silvery snake, lays out its coil in the
sunshine so lovingly. It breaths of health,
and of happiness. It is a beauteous spot,
this

' Wilderness of sweets; for natnrohcre
Wantoned as in her prime, ami play'd at will

Aside from all else, with thfjeonstrflction

of an observatory on the crowning height,
as fine views may be obtained as any city
in the South can boast.
